The Sre, which started on the 2100- 
foot level spread quickly, cutting off 
the escape of men on lower levels. 
Dense smoke retarded rescue work. 
Miners from adjoining properties wont 
to work as rescuing Bangs, aiding na- 
tional guardsmen who had been called 
to the scene. 
They were ablo to do 


little. 
Warning of danger came In time to 
permit men on the upper levels to es- 
cape. They Immediately formed rescue 
parties and attempted to go down tlia 
shaft to the men believed entombed. 
Their efforts were fruitless and little 
could be done until the arrival of the 
bureau of mines safety first cars from 
Red Lodge and Colorado Springs. 
One hour alter the outbreak of the 


fire, It was announced that only 2'1S out 
of 435 who .were in tho shaft when 
the fire started could be accounted tor.

A more beautiful 
spectacle it would be difficult to pre- 
sent, than the long winding line of men, 
women and children, the maidens veil- 
ed in spotless white, the men wearing 
distinguishing insignia and the many- 
colored banners brightly gleaming un- 
der the rays of a June sun. The still- 
ness and devotion when the benedic- 
tion is given are profound; and the 
entire service cannot fail to deeply 
impress all who take part or are 
merely witnesses." 
In the procession of quarter of a

Owing to the inactivity

Germany has already brought 1,000,000 
men from the east to do service 
against the:Brltish and French on the 
western front. 
There 
can 
be no 


doubt that the retirement of Russia 
•would prolong the war; but it would 
not, as some suppose," offer a cer- 
tainty nor even a remote possibil- 
ity of final victory for Germany. 


The Allies will -beat Germany with- 


out Hussia if they must; but it will 
te a more difficult task. ; It may take 
a year longer; but it will be done. 
They will not even agree to a com- 
promise peace. 
Some experts, bas- 


ing their opinions upon the assump- 
tion that-Germany still retains 
her 


righting power of former years, claim 
the Allies-will never be able to drive 
her out of France 
or 
Belgium, if 


Russia withdraws. 


Russia has not been doing any fight- 


ing worth mentioning during the past 
few months, and yet the Allies have 
been steadily driving Germany back. 
There is no reason 
to assume that 


Germany. can offer sufficient resist- 
ence to hold back the Allies during 
the coming slimmer and fall. 
Why? 


may be asked. 
Because the Ger- 


many of. today is not the big fighting 
force of last year or the year previous. 
Her armies are made up of boys of 
eighteen and men of fifty and sixty 
years. 


On the other hand the forces, the 


generalship, the experience and the 
power behind the Allied drive, are all 
superior to those even of last summer 
and their increased power added to 
Germany's decreased power will coun- 
terbalance the loss of Russia, if that 
comes.

There nre, as might be expected, 


many conflicting views as to the out- 
come of the war, .both on land and on 
sea. 
The possible 
withdrawal 
of 


Russia -would give Germany a great 
impetus, as it,would reduce her fight- 
ing front by probably one-half and 
allow her to transfer her forces from 
the eastern to the 
western 
front. 


Owing to the inactivity

fighting power of former years, claim 
the Allies will never be able to drive

Belgium, if

Russia has not been doing any fight- 


ing worth mentioning during the past 
few months, and yet the Allies have 
been steadily driving Germany back. 
There is no reason to assume that 
Germany can offer sufficient resist- 
ence to hold back the Allies during 
the coming summer and fall.
